He ad- 
mitted, however, that the man had noti- 
fied him he Was compelled to serve as a 
clerk of election, and had been given per- 
mission to do so.

WILL ALL GO TO PIECES. 


Railway Associations Wiped Out by 
the Supreme Court Decision. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—Railroad officials 
are unwilling to talk for publication about 
the Joint Traffic decision, saying that they 
could not discuss the matter with full un- 


derstanding of all its bearings until they 
had had an opportunity to read the text 
of the Supreme Court’s opinion, and James 
Cc. Carter, who, with ex-Minister Edward J. 
Phelps and ex-Senator Edmunds, argued 
the cause of the Joint Traffic Association 
before that tribunal, also declined to say 
anything in advance of a careful study of 
the opinion, a copy of which he expects 
to receive within a day or so, It is thought, 
however, that the dissolution of all the oth- 
er existing railway associations of the 
country, as well as the Joint Traffic Asso- 
ciation, is inevitable. The existence of these 
bodies has not had the effect of putting a 
stop to rate cutting, and some railroad men 
are inclined to thi: k that the companies will 
get along fairly well by instituting again 
the system of ‘‘gentlemen’s agreements” as 
a substitute for the associations. Others de- 
clare that it will be absolutely necessary 
for the welfare of the roads for Congress 
to enact new legislation. 

Aldace F. Walker, 
board of directors of the 
said: 

“This decision makes action by Congress 
imperative, as the railroad business can- 
not be conducted in conformity with the 
anti-trust statute as construed by the 5Su- 
preme Court.” 

President Fink of the Norfolk & West- 
ern said that he had fully expected that 
the Supreme Court would decide against 
the railroads. ‘‘Neverthe’ess,” he added, 
“IT believe, as I always have believed, that 
rate agreements are not in restraint of 
trade, but, on the contrary, they facilitate 
it. The railroads will now have to shape 
their organizations to fit the law.” 

It is expected that the board of control 
of the Joint Traffic Association will meet 
within a few days to take action in line 
with the court’s decision, perhaps changing 
the Joint Traffic agreement so greatly as 
to make the association in future nothing 
more than a bureau of information.

Conditions in North Carolina Are Still

FORDST, Mies.. Oct. 25.—FEleven dead ne- 
groes, one dead white man and one negro 
and three white men seriously injured is 
the result eo far of the war between the 
white and black races in the Harpersville 
neighborhood of this (Scott) county. Sev- 
eral of the rioters have beet captured and 
lodged in jail at Forest, bat the others es- 
caped into the swamps. Large crowds of 
white men are in close pursulf, however, 
and more names are hourly expected to be 
added to the death list.

The fuperal of the murdered officer, 
Sibley, ofcurred at Harpersville and was 
atiended by hundreds of people. lt is re. 
ported here that two of the murdered 
man’s brothers are on the way from his 
home in Yazoo County at the head of a 
large crowd bound fbr.the scene of the 
race war. Jt is fearel that when they 
arrive a determined and successful assault 
will be made on the Forest jail and all of 
the rioters confined therein lynched.

With rather dramatic accompaniments, 
the Independent Citizens’ ticket was filed 
with the Election Commissioners Monday 
afternoon at 5 o’clock. 

John P,. Herrmann, the real estate agent, 
was the center of the scene. He was ac- 
companied by a gon of President E. F. W. 
Meier of the City Council. 

As 5 o’clock drew near the Election Com- 
missioners’ office became a center of in- 


terest to a score or more of the City Hal: 
gang, who stood about on the outside of 
the partition, hoping against hope that the 
ticket would not be filed. Just at 5 o'clock 
Mr. lierrmann and Mr. Meler arrived. The 
former carried under his arm a pasteboard 
box, and the latter carried several bundles 
of documents, 

They shoved these through a window to 
Chief Clerk Watson, Mr. Hermann stating 
that he wished to file a ticket. 

The coming of these two had been sig- 
naled in some mysterious way through the 
hall, and several more members of the City 
Hall push rushed into the Election Commie- 
sioners’ office. Among them was Henry 
Besch, City Register. 

Mr. Hermann and Mr. Meler were invited 
inside. They soon completed the work of 
filing the ticket. As they were grouped 
about Chief Clerk Watson's desk, Henry 
Bescoh walked uneasily about the room 
while his friends on the outside peere 
through the windows, casting ominous 
leoks of hatred upon Mr. Hermann. 

As Mr. Hermann concluded the formality, 
he rose to put on h:s gloves and overcoat. 
As he did eo City Register Besch brushed

The ticket that Mr. Hermann filed is pre- 
cisely the same as the one announced by 
the Post-Dispatch over a@ week ago. 

Besides the full city ticket, there are 
several candidates for Justice of the Peace 
and Constable, 

Richard Bartholdt is the only candidate 
for Congress named on the ticket. The 
other congréssional places are left blank, 
so that the name of the candidate may be 
written by the voter. 

The petition was signed by about 6000 
persons, and Mr. Hermann stated that he 
had as many more signatures to petitions 
at his office, Only 110 signatures are 
required by the law. 

There were rumors Monday night that 
an attempt would be made to steal the 
ticket after it had been filed. More than 
a dozen men went to the Election Commis- 
sioners office and warned the offictals 
there of alleged Po to make away with 
the petitions and ticket. 

Although not much stock was taken In 
these stories, Chief Clerk Hoblitzelle was 
more than usually careful in stowing the 
ticket awey in the safe, and locking it up 
securely. 

The independent negro Repifbdlicans aleo 
filed their ticket Monday afternoon. It con- 
tains the names of Dr. D. W. Scott, candl- 
date for Congress in the Twelfth District; 
Cc. H. Dodge, Eleventh District; David 
Murphy for Judge of the Court of Criminal 
Correction, and Sam Barron fgr Constabie, 
Fifi District. The negroes were afraid 
an attermpt would be made to steal their 
ticket and Jeff Covington and W. ®lds 
stood guard with revolvers while it was 
being filed. 

None of the Republican candidates who 
are on the Independent Cktizens’ ticket 
withdrew Tuesday morning. 

Franklin Ferris, Republican candidate for 
Circuit Judge, called at the Election Com- 
missioners’ office in the morning, and it 
was thought by those who saw him there 
that he intended to withdraw. 

lie asked to be allowed to see the Inde- 
pendent Citizens’ ticket. The voluminous 
document containing the ticket and the pe- 
tition was taken from the safe and given 
to him. 

He retired to Commissioner Saunders’ 
private office and looked over the docu- 
ment. He studdied it very closely, making 
notes ars he went along.

“I am not prepared to spedk on that mat- 
ter,”’ he said.

NICARAGUA CANAL. 


Some Opposition to Control of the Old 
Grant by the United States. 

NEW YORK, Oct. %3.—Louls Wickmann 
of the Atlas Steamship Company, who ar- 
rived here on the fruit steamer Alta! from 
Greytown, said that the survey of the 
proposed route of the Nicaragua Canal, in 
accordance with the grant to the old Nic- 
aragua Canal Association, which was 
transferred to the Maritime Canal Co, has 
been completed, and that nearly all the 
civil engineers were returning to their 
homes. Mr. Wickmann was surprised to 
learn that the commission appointed by 
President Zelaya to render an opinion as to 
the date the concession to construct a can- 
al across Nicaragua expires had decided 
that the grant held by the Maritime Canal 
Company holds good until Oct. 20, 1899. 

“Tt remains to be seen what action Con- 
gress will take in the matter when the re- 
port of Admiral Walker's commission and 
the Morgan bill come up,’ sald Mr. Wick- 
mann.

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THE ANTI-TRUST DECISION. 


The Supreme Court has decided that it is within the con- 
Stitutional power of Congress to regulate railroad corporations 
and the provision in the Sherman anti-trust law works a dis- 
solution of the traffic associations whose effect is in any way 
to restrain trade.

But the railroads are on the defensive. This much at least 
has been gained. They cannot go on defying the plainly ex- 
pressed will of the people with the same confidence that they 
have shown in the past. The decision is a step in the right 
direction and will be a stimulus to the fight against monopoly.

€rs appealed the case to Washington, con- 
tending that private secretaries came un- 
der the classitied list in the civil service, 
and could not be removed without cause. 
Asked about the merits of the controversy 
Maj. Harlow said: 

“AH the papers in the Crothers case have 
been transferred to me, and I shall have 
tO consult with all sides before pass.ng 
judgment.” 

The Civil Service Commissioner intimated, 
however, that an « mploye of the civil serv- 
ice could be reduced by the Postmaster, 
who would be amenable only to the Wash- 
ington authorities. 

“It is not unlikely that the local civil 
service boaid will be reorganized. The St. 
louis branch is in need of more assistance. 
The present members find their time wholly 
inadequate to the work they are required 
lo pertorm. 

“Evils are apt to creep into the system 
as a result of a small force, For instance.

““We are in the city secondarily to confer 
with a prominent coal operator, who has 
made overtures to us to have the entire 
question opened again. The proces 
comes from their side. We will see this 
man and something may come of the con- 
ference. But the United Mine Workers’ of- 
ganization will refuse to arbitrate the ques- 
tlon of the wage scale with the Virden 
Coal Company again. We have submitted 
to arbitration four times. The award of the 
State Board of Arbitration last June was 
in our favor, the decision being that ‘the 
rate for coal digging in Virden ehould be 
40 cents. The Chicago-Virden Coal Compa- 
ny refused to be bound by the decision 
of the State Board. That is why we re- 
fuse to arbitrate again. 

“We have also a written agreement with 
the Chicago-Virden Coal Company, in which 
they promise to pay the scale, at the rate 
of 40 cente. But they have never done it. 
Our organization is not incorporated, and 
such agreements are not more than morally 
binding. 

“With a mine in the same town operating 
on a paying basis at the rate we ask, the 
Chicago-Virden Coal Company might at 
least endeavor to pay the rate. If it made 
the attempt and failed, the result would be 
arbitrated, but such a result would have 
to be apparent. How can the south shaft 
pay the scale at Virden, as it does, making 
money? No, there has been no honest at- 
tempt to meet us. Now that they are 
checkmated, they can settle with us only

NEW DEVICE BEING TRIED ON AN 
ARKANSAS BRANCH 
ROAD. 


REGISTER IN EACH COACH. 


Missouri Pacific People Deny All 
Knowledge of It, but the Con- 
ductors Say It Is True. 


It is alleged in railroad circles that the of- 
ficials of the Missouri Pacific system have 
begun a partial test of a device culculated 
to protect the company from dishonesty 
upon the part of conductors. 

The device is sald to have been invented 
by-Col. O. L. Miles of Van Buren, Ark., 
and is described as a register much after 
the pattern of those used in the street cars 
of St. Louis. , 

The plan of the practicability of the de- 
vice is given as this: When the train leaves 
its terminus the conductor gves through to 
collect fares. At the end of each car he 
leaves upon the register the number of 
passengers in the coach, also making a 
check in his book as to whether the passen- 
gers tendered tickets, cash fares or passes, 
and how many there were of each. After 
every stop he goes through the train again, 
recounts the people in the coaches and 
leaves upon the register of each car the 
number within. ; 

3ehind the conductor follows an auditor, 
who, when the conductor has quitted a car, 
goes in and counts the passengers there and 
sees that the count upon the register is 
correct. At the end of the run the con- 
ductor and auditor make separate reports 
to headquarters. 

A special from Van Buren says the con- 
ductors are highly incensed, 

Secretary Irwin, in the St. Louis office of 
Superintendent Peck, who superintends the 
Kansas-Arkansas Valley: division, declares 
that they have no knowledge at the office 
of any such device having either been in- 
vented or tested.

“THE HIGHWAYMAN.” 


“The Highwayman” was certainly bullt 
by Reginald de Koven and Harry B. 
Smith. They confess it, and even if they 
didn’t, everybody who is familiar with their 
other works would know it. The music le 
very much “Robin Hood” and somewhat 


“Rob Roy.” Itlacks continuity of purpose, 
but it is melodious and pretty, even if it 
is the same thing that Mr. de Koven has 
written before. There are several rollicking 
choruses, one of which is nearly as good 
and very like the Tinker’s song in ‘“‘Robin 
Hood.” There are other numbers that are 
well worth hear.ng. The weakness is that 
they are not strung together coherently. 
The libretto Is open to the same criticism. 
The lines are bright and there is a good 
deal of fyn of the one-string variety in the 
development of the series of situations, 
which you Know are the argument, for 
there is an explanat.on to that effect in the 
programme. ‘The story is about the efforts 
of a posse of Bow street constables and a 
company of soldiers to capture Capt. Scar- 
let, a gentleman highwayman, Several per- 
sons, actuated by a desire to stand well 
with their sweethearts, impersonate Capt. 
Scarlet, and are errested,. In the wind-up 
he receives a free pardon and wins the hand 
of a maid who loves him and all the other 
Jacks and Jills are properly mated. Joseph 
O'Mara has the heroic role of Capt. Scar- 
let. It admits of several changes of cos- 
tume and much singing and a good deal of 
conversation, which Mr. O’Mara enriches 
with a fine musical brogue. In the first act 
he has a dashing, rattling song that begins 
as follows: 

Whose figure is that on the crest of the hill, 

Astride of a nag that is black as a raven, 

With barkers at belt, never statue more still? 
‘Tis he whose mere name gives quake to the 
cTaven; 
Red masque upon phiz, a red cloak he is wrapped 
ith, 

Like an eagle he poises to swoop on his prey; 

Why, Rte should it be but the Bold Scarlet 
Captaln, 

The only true king of the King’s highways! 

Mr. O’Mara has a robust tenor voice of 
more than ordinary sweetness and he sings 
as though he enjoyed it. 

Camille d’Arville also has a pleasing 
solo. Her singing last night was raptur- 
ously applauded. Her voice is more nota- 
ble for strength and compass than for the 
limpid quality that touches the heart. 
Nellie Braggins, a St. Louis girl, has a 
congenial part, that of the mischievous, 
rollicking barmaid of The Cat and Fiddle 
Inn. Miss Braggins is worth going miles 
to see as she trips about the stage ina 
short skirt which reveals her pretty ankles 
and amplitudinous calves, and a bodice cut 
low enough to show her pretty neck. Her 
accent is a study. 

Jerome Sykes is the funny man of the 
organization. His work last night would 
have done credit to the venerable and tal- 
ented Mr. Barnabee. The «haracter he por- 
trays is that of Foxy Quiller, a Bow street 
constable who issodistinctly reminiscent 
of the Sheriff of Nottingham that one al- 
most expected to hear him refer to his 
‘great brain. and eagle eye.” The 
humor of the part lies in Con- 
stable Quiller’s constant glorification 
of himself ‘“ ‘Bah,’ says Foxy Quil- 
ler with a skeptical, scornful scow!l;’’ 
“‘*Aha!’ says Foxy Quiller with a sinister 
sneer;’’ ‘**T have them now,’ says Foxy 
Quiller, scratching his left ankle with his 
right heel.’”” These are some samples of 
Mr. Sykes’ lines, and inane as they appear 
in print they are very funny when spoken

THE DRIVER JUMPED IN TIME. 


Horses Ran Into the River and Were 
Drowned in Spite of the 
Driver’s Efforts. 


There was a scene on the levee at the 
foot of Carr street Monday night that sent 
a thrill of terror through a thousand hearts. 

Plunging madly toward the river was a 
team of horses attached to a St. Louis 
Transfer Co. wagon; on the seat and strain- 
ing every muscle to stop the frantic steeds 
was Michael McDonald. 

He put on the brakes, but without suc- 
cess. 

A score of persons attempted to wave 
the horses back, but only increased their 
speed. 

The crowd on the Carr street ferry shud. 
dered with fear, while negro roustabouts, 
who witness tragedies without number, 
stood awe-stricken at the sight. 

One of the darkies said: 

“‘Lawd, white man, pray for yourself, 
Nothin’ can save you.” 

When within 10 feet of the men McDon- 
ald leaped for his life. He had given up 
all hope of checking the animals, and jump- 
ed in the nick of time. A second later he 
would have been in the river. The horses 
reared on their haunches and in one bound 
struck the river. They were pulled down 
by the wagon's heavy weight. and efforts 
to rescue them were futile. The river at 
the point mentioned was only 15 feet deep, 
and the wagon was extricated hy means 
of a derrick. The horses floated down- 
stream, 

McDonald was on his way to the Carr 
street ferry, when, at Third street, his 
horses became frightened and started east- 
ward on-their wild run.
